CATHERINE PATTERSON = A bigeneric cross bet= 
ween the two-inch purplish brown species with the wavy petals and a fine, large 
WCL. Previous Schombo-Cattleya crosses indicate habit of growth will follow the 
pod parent with heads of flowers, each bloom about 4 inches, tan to brown with 
purple lips, Interesting novelty and highly viable. Winter-Spring. 


#192 LC CHARLESWORTHII X C. WINCQXIANA - Another cluster hybrid that should 
produce vivid colors all the way from burnt orange to tomato rede One fascina- 
ting thing in favor of growing Orchids is the amazing variation in colors and 
forms possible to the would-be hybridizers Spring-Summer.

If you can give them the conditions they require, and you do not already have a 
good supply of this finest of pink hybrids, you should order a flask or Commun-= 
ity-PoteLot of them - to be grown along for you here until April, when they will 
be ready for shifting to community pots.
